The file maintained by the Passport Office, 
Department of State, for Sophie Golin was reviewed on 
May 4, 1960. This file contained the following: 


Sophie Golin was issued Passport Number 1700636 
on July 22, 1959. 

This passport was not valid for travel in Albania, 
Hungary, and those portions of China, Korea, and Viet -Nam 
under communist control. 


In the application for the passport dated July 20, 
1959, at New York, New York, she indicated her birth date 
as March 6, 1906 at New York, New York. Her permanent 
residence was noted as Seven Beechwood Road, Roslyn, New York. 


In her passport- application she indicated that she 
was married to Reube^^Solin on October 18, 1928. He was born 
Mav 10. 1905, at York. She indicated that this 

marriage had not been terminated. 

Concerning her travel plans , Golin intended to 
depart from the port of New York City on September 15, 1959, 
for a two months* pleasure trip to England, France, and Italy.
